Heavy rain over the weekend 
has caused water problems in 
Tehama County again with the 
Sacramento River cresting in 
some spots as high as a foot 
above what it was last week. 
Level of the river was slowly 
lowering at midmorning today, 
according to the U. S. Weather 
Bureau at Red Bluff. 
Measurements on the river at 
highest water ranged from 19.3 
feet at Lake Red Bluff to 32.2 
feet at Bend Bridge and 186 
feet above sea level atWoodson 
Bridge. Residents of Riverside 
Sportsman's Resort near Corn- 
ing again had to move to high- 
er ground when the river filled 
to more than a foot above what 
it reached a week ago. 
Water on county roads "in the 
usual places" created 
some 


problem 
for motorists this 


morning according to a spokes- 
man at the county road depart- 
ment, but, he said, the water ap- 
peared to be going down. 


"We have a problem, though," 


he said speaking for the depart- 
ment. "We put up barricades on 
flooded areas and for some rea- 
son people move them or take 
them oil and UOa'tpCt ihe.'u bdiK. 


"This creates a hazard for 


people who come along later and 
don't realize the condition of the 
road,", he said. "Please, he 
urged, "leave the barricades a- 
lone, they'reputthereforapur- 
pose." 
The spokesman noted there had 
been flooding on Gyle Rd. south 
of Tehama city limits, on Ham- 
ilton and 93W, Tehama Ave., 
Tyler Road, and in the Dairy- 
ville area on Kansas Ave., and 
Cone Grove Road.

serve, protect and defend the 
Constitution

States." 
Thus in the Capitol Hill cere- 
mony Richard Nixon, citizen, 
became President Nixon.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Anti. 


war demonstrators trying to 
push their way onto President 
Nixon's inaugural parade route 
were forced back today by po- 
licemen armed with nightsticks 
and tear gas equipment. 


After remaining out of sight 


during the mid-day ceremony at 
the Capitol that made Nixon the 
new 
President, 
about 1,000 


youths appeared suddenly along 
the parade route near the White 
House about an hour before the 
parade began. 


The police quickly formed a 


barrier and kept the youths 
from breaking through. Four 
were arrested and police said 
other arrests probably would be 
made. 


The youths moved into the pa* 


rade area from 
a park five 


blocks away. 


Earlier, when Nixon rode to 


the Capitol to take the oath of 
office, the demonstrators were 
hardly in evidence.

bases and a dozen South Viet- 
namese installations were hit 
Sunday night by stepped-up at- 
tacks 
which Saigon officials 


considered a demonstration of 
enemy determination to fight as 
well as talk in Paris. 


Military spokesmen said eight 


Americans were killed, 35 were 
wounded and nine helicopters 
were slightly damaged by mor- 
tar fragments in hit-and-run 
attacks on four U. S. outposts 
northwest, north and south of 
Saigon. The attackers left be- 
hind bocies the U. S. Command 
said. 
South Vietnamese headquart- 
ers sale; mortar and rocket at- 
tacks on 12 government camps 
and subsector headquarters In- 
flicted only light 
casualties. 


But on Saturday night there were 
20 shellings, sabotage incidents 
and terror raids In which 10 
South Vietnamese soldiers and 
eight civilians were killed and 
18 government troops and 85 
civilians wounded.

After remaining out of sight 
during the mid-day ceremony at 
the Capitol that made Nixon the

President, 
about 1,000 
youths appeared suddenly along 
the parade route near the White 
House about an hour before the 
parade began.

The youths moved into the pa­ 
rade area from 
a park five 
blocks away. 
Earlier, when Nixon rode to 
the Capitol to take the oath of 
office, the demonstrators were 
hardly in evidence.

Stepped-Up Attacks 
Hit Four U.S. Bases 
During Paris Talks 


SAIGON (AP)— Four U. S. 
bases and a dozen South Viet­ 
namese installations were hit 
Sunday night by stepped-up at­ 
tacks 
which Saigon officials 
considered a demonstration of 
enemy determination to fight as 
well as talk in Paris. 
Military spokesmen said eight 
Americans were killed, 35 were 
wounded and nine helicopters 
were slightly damaged by m or­ 
tar fragments in hit-and-run 
attacks on four U. S. outposts 
northwest, north and south of 
Saigon. The attackers left be­ 
hind bodies the U. S. Command 
said. 
South Vietnamese headquart­ 
ers said mortar and rocket at­ 
tacks wi 12 government camps 
and subsector headquarters in­ 
flicted only light casualties. 
But on Saturday night there were 
20 shellings, sabotage incidents 
and terror raids in which 10 
South Vietnamese soldiers and 
eight civilians were killed and 
18 government troops and 85 
civilians wounded. 
The 
stepped-up 
enemy at­ 
tacks began a few hours after 
the first session of the four- 
party peace talks in Paris Sat­ 
urday, 
and 
a 
government 
spokesman said the two ob­ 
viously were connected. 


Walsh 
said on his arrival 
there are elements of optimism 
in the coming negotiations to 
end the war. But “ the timing of 
it may be difficult," he added. 
“ It would be wrong to mini­ 
mize the difficulties ahead," 
Walsh told newsmen at Orly 
Airport. “ Everyone realizes we 
have made a good start, but ev­ 
eryone also realizes that there 
is a great deal more to be ac­ 
complished. It seems to me the 
elements are here for opti­ 
mism, but the timing of it may 
be difficult." 
The Viet Cong's National Lib­ 
eration Front proposed Satur­ 
day that the first session of sub­ 
stantive talks be held Tuesday. 
But 
Lodge said the U.S. re­ 
sponse would have to await his 
arrival in Paris, and other offi­ 
cials in Washington doubted the 
talks could get under way so 
soon. 
President Johnson's chief ne­ 
gotiator at the talks, W.Averell 
H arriman, flew to Washington 
Sunday and saw both Lodge and 
Johnson soon after his arrival.

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Maturity Is Dream 
Of Many Teen-agers 


By DOROTHY RICKER 


Among teen-agers, being con- 
sidered mature is an almost un- 
iversal dream. More than any 
other single wish, all teens want 
to be considered able to make 
many of their own decisions and 
reduce family regulations to a 
Minimum. This is a perfectly 
normal desire. It is the begin- 
ning of the process which will 
eventually lead to cutting the 
family apron strings, leaving 
the young person free to choose 
his own paths and shape his 
(or her) own life as he sees fit. 
But there is a little hitch in 
this process. Not all teens are 
equally mature and able to make 
wise decisions on their own. 
Some need closer adult super- 
vision than others to steer them 
away from serious mistakes. 
The principal difference be- 
tween the two groups, those who 
have mature judgment for their 
age and those who do not, is 
their ability for self-regula- 
tion — the ability to do the things 
one is supposed to do when they 
are supposed to be done. In oth- 
er words, the most mature teen- 
agers are those who get with It 
and take care of their respon- 
sibilities rather than stall and 
goof off when faced with un- 
pleasant tasks or when there is 
something else they would rath- 
er do instead. Of course, there 
are very few people, young or 
old, who are so angelic they do 
everything to perfection. But 
still there are those who have 
developed self-regulation and 
can resist temptation and buckle 
down to the job at hand, even 
when they would rather be doing 
something else. 
It is not just your "duties" 
and the way you take care of 
them which determine your rat- 
ing as a mature teen-ager. 
In 
addition to your duties 


(school, home, church) there is 
also your social life about which 
you have to make many self- 
regulating decision. And then 
there is the personal care of 
your health and your groom- 
ing which deserve your best ef- 
forts if you would be at your 
best. All of thesev things to- 
gether, the way you handle them 
in your everyday life, is a mea- 
sure of your maturity. 
It may be enlightening to com- 
pare your own maturity rating 
with other teen-agers. Self- 
quizzes may not actually prove 
anything but they are interest- 
ing because, as In this one, you 
have a basis for comparison 
with other teens.

Among teen-agers, being con­ 
sidered mature is an almost un­ 
iversal dream. More than any 
other tingla wish, all teens want 
to be considered able to make 
many of their own decisions and 
reduce family regulations to a 
Minimum. This Is a perfectly 
normal desire. It Is the begirt 
nlng of the process which will 
eventually lead to cutting the 
family apron strings, leaving 
the young person free to choose 
his own paths and shape his 
(or her) own life as he sees fit. 
But there is a little hitch in 
this process. Not all teens are 
equally mature and able to make 
wise decisions on their own. 
Some need cloeer adult super­ 
vision than others to steer them 
away from serious mistakes. 
The principal difference be­ 
tween the two groups, those who 
have mature Judgment for their 
age and those who do not, is 
their ability for self-regula­ 
tion — the ability to do the things 
one is supposed to do when they 
are supposed to be done.

But 
still there are those who have 
developed self-regulation and 
can resist temptation and buckle 
down to the Job at hand, even 
when they would rather be doing 
something else. 
It Is not Just your “ duties” 
and the way you take care of 
them which determine your rat­ 
ing as a mature teen-ager. 
In

Promises Are To Keep 


Among the most celebrated lines by Robert Frost are these 


from Ms poem, "Stopping by Woods on a Snowy Evening": 


"The woods are lovely, dark and deep. 


But I have promises to keep, 


And miles to go before I sleep." 


Something of the spirit of these words by the poet who occupied 


such a special place in the affections of President Kennedy was 
echoed in his successor's farewell State of the Union message. 
President Johnson, too, spoke of promises to be kept. To make 
his meaning unmistakable, he quoted words Congress Itself used 
to set forth national commitments to assure the well-being of the 
nation's citizens. 


If there was a central theme in the President's remarks, it 


was this — that promises have been made, and that though his 
administration is ending these promises must be honored. In 
particular, he addressed this plea to Congress. 


Mr. Johnson spoke proudly of the Great Society accomplish- 


ments of the past five years — Medicare, increased educational 
aid, the beginnings of a war on poverty, and so on. "But much of 
what we have committed," he told the joint session of the House 
and Senate, "needs additional funding to become a tangible real- 
ity." And in his judgment "breaking those promises would be a 
tragedy for our country." 


It would be naive indeed to suppose that there is general agree- 


ment with this view. Many, in and out of Congress, would take is- 
sue with President Johnson on the value of some programs and 
would not agree that they ought to be more generously funded. 
Many would support different approaches than those now under way. 
If it were not so, the Republicans would not now be coming Into 
power. 


Yet surely there is a broad consensus among both Republi- 


cans and Democrats as to the nature of the unfinished business 
that confronts us — revitalizing the cities, reducing poverty in 
the midst of affluence, assuring equal opportunity to all Ameri- 
cans. Americans, through Congress and their leadership, have In 
effect promised themselves that something constructive would be 
done about these and other pressing domestic concerns. That is 
what President Johnson was talking about In his forward-looking 
message on the State of the Union. 


Gotta Be Good For Something 


Time was when the burden of proof that medicinal drugs 


had harmful side effects rested on the government. That 
changed. Now the drug manufacturers must prove to the 
satisfaction of the Food and Drug Administration that their 
products are not harmful when used as recommended. 


Time was, also, when only proof of a drug's safety was 


required; nothing needed to be proved as to shether it would 
do what was 
claimed for It. 
That, too, has changed 


Under 1962 amendments to federal law, a drug cannot be 
marketed unless it Is efficacious as well as safe. 


This has led to the reassessment of thousands of drug 


products by a special panel working under FDA auspices. 
And that in turn has brought the FDA's rejection of six 
combination drugs which have been used by millions on 
prescription. The FDA says they are not medically effective.

to remove the prostate gland 
through the cystoscope with 
electro - coagulation 
instru- 


ments. 


The examination can now 


be done in a remarkably pain- 
less way because of new types 
of local and general anesthe- 
sia. The simpler procedures 
can usually be done in a doc- 
tor's office. The more complex 
are done in hospitals. The cys- 
toscope can supply valuable 
information about the entire 
urinary tract and then indi- 
cate an exact form of treat- 
ment.

Enlargement of the thyroid 


gland, which is in the mid line 
of the lower part of the neck, 
is often caused by a defici- 
ency of iodine in the water 
or in the soil. It is said that 
goiters happen in almost 15 
percent of the population who 
live in iodine-poor areas. In

enlarged 
thyroids 


are seen in inland areas and 
in Europe, they are found in 
the land bordering the Alps. 
Goiters seem to occur where 
sea food Is not available. 


The addition of Iodine to 


salt was atarted about- fifty 
years ago and has prevented 
these unsightly but usually 
not dangerous growths.

D. Roosevelt was sworn into of- 
fice for his second term — the 
first president to be inaugurated 
in January, 


On this date: 
In 1887, the Senate approved 


the leasing of Pearl Harbor as 
a base for the Navy. 
In 1892, students at the Inter- 


national YMCA Training School 
in Springfield, Mass., played the 
first official basketball game, 
invented 
by Dr. James Nai- 


smith. 
In 1936, King George V of 
Britain died and his eldest son, 
the Prince of Wales, succeed- 
ed to the throne as Edward 
vm. 


In 1945, President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt broke tradition 
once again and was Inducted in- 
to office for his fourth term. 


In 1953, for the first time in 
20 years, the nation inaugurated 
a Republican president, as Gen. 
Dwight D. Elsenhower took the 
oath of office as the country's 
34th president. 
In 1961, the youngest man 
ever elected to the presidency, 
John F. Kennedy was inaugu- 
rated president of the United 
States and Lyndon B. Johnson 
vice president. 


Ten years ago — First Deputy 
Prime Minister Anastas Mikoy- 
an— regarded as the second 
most powerful man in the Sov- 
iet Union —left the United States 
after a two-week coast-to-coast 
visit. 


Five years ago — President 
Johnson, in his first econom- 
ic report, forecast records in 
personal incomes and corpor- 
ate profits and told reporters 
he had started a campaign to cut 
the cost of electricity in the 
White House as part of a gov- 
ernmental program of economy. 


One year ago — Turkey broke 


with her big Western partners 
and became the first NATO 
member to recognize the Greek 
military junta. 


Student Loan 
Plan Reoffered 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — A Re- 


publican assemblyman has in- 
troduced again his plan to let 
university and college students 
borrow money from the state 
for their educations, then pay it 
back over 20 years after they 
get their degrees. 


Assemblyman John L.E. Cob 


lier of Los Angeles said his 
bill, which has had no success 
in earlier sessions, "now faces 
a new legislature with a more 
bipartisan mood." 


Collier's proposal would re- 


quire a student at either a state 
college or a university campus 
to pay tuition, but would al> 
low him to defer payment un- 
der the "learn, earn and re- 
imburse" plan. 


The state could assign to 


banks the 
promissory notes 


signed by the students, but would 
have to guarantee their pay- 
ment. 


The plan also allows a state 


income tax deduction for the 
tuition.

REBUFFS QUAKER PASTOR- 
AL COMMITTEE

WASHINGTON— Eight years 


ago the first Catholic ever- 
elected President, John F. Ken* 
nedy, defeated Richard Nixon, 
a Quaker. There was a great 
deal of discussion at the time 
over religion. Today, as the man 
he defeated takes office, there 
is very little public discussion 
about religion. 


But there is private discus- 


sion within the new President's 
own church as to the sincerity 
of his religious convictions. 


Peace is the No. 1 tenet of 


faith of the small 
religious 


group which fled from England 
in 1680 to found Pennsylvania. 
Since then, members oftheSoc. 
iety of Friends have stood so 
fast on this issue that they are 
automatically given noncombat 
duty in time of war. 


Nixon's views on peace have 


caused much discussion among 
his fellow Quakers. Queries 
have come to them from even 
Soviet Russia as to whether 
Nixon is still a Quaker in good 
standing. 


On Florida Avenue in Wash- 


ington there is a Friends "meet- 
inghouse," as a Quaker church 
is called, where another Quaker 
President, 
Herbert Hoover, 


worshipped 
regularly. When 


Nixon was Vice President he 
is known to have attended Fr- 
iends' meeting only once. 
NIXON REBUFFS QUAKERS 
There have been several at- 
tempts inside the Society of Fr- 
iends to ascertain Nixon's views 
on the essential problem of 
peace. Quakers recall that, as 
Vice President, 
Nixon was 


a known hawk, and in 1954 
favored landing American tro- 
ops in what was then French 
Indo-China, to rescue the 
French. 
Recently, 
Nixon's 


views on Vietnam have been 
considered on the hawkish side, 
though during the campaign he 
said he had a formula for get- 
ting out of the war, not yet 
made public. 


In order to get clarification 


of his position, the Friends 


c'' imittee on National Legisla- 
tion tried to arrange for a meet- 
ing of leading Quakers with Nix- 
oa, 
His appointments secre- 


tary, Dwight L. Chapin, replied 
that this was impossible. Again, 
well before the election, the 
Friends Journal, 
a Quaker 


magazine, wrote to Nixon about 
the possibility of an interview 
regarding his religious views 
and affiliations. 
Herbert C. 


Klein, 
then Nixon's press 


spokesman, replied: 


"On behalf of Mr. Nixon I 


wish to think you for your 
letter of August 30. I believe 
you will find much of the back- 
ground material you seek in 
•The Real Nixon, an Intimate 
Biography' by Bela Kornitzer 
(Rand McNally and Co. I960)." 


This reply was in contrast to 


John F. Kennedy's meetingwith 
Baptist ministers and other who 
sought his religious views.

Members of Nixon's religious 


faith, though not advertising it, 
persevered, on November 16, 
the American Section of Friends 
World Committee, meeting in 
Wilmington, Ohio, decided to in- 
itiate a pastoral visit with the 
President before his inaugura- 
tion. A pastoral visit is aQuak- 
er custom whereby a committee 
of his fellow members calls 
upon one of their faith who is 
about to undertake an impor- 
tant mission or who may have 
become wayward and need re- 
form. 


Accordingly, 
a committee 


was appointed by the Philadel- 
phia Yearly Meeting, consider- 
ed the parent Quake i group in 
the United States, to seek a 
meeting with the new Presi- 
dent in conduction with the Fr- 
iends World Committee and the 
Friends Meeting of Washington. 


A letter was sent Nixon, Nov. 
20, proposing a pastoral visit 
of five or six friends. It was 
suggested that the Quakers mi. 
ght find ways to strengthen and 
uphold 
the 
President-elect. 


There were no political over- 
tones in the letter. It men- 
tioned merely that Washington 
Quakers were concerned about 
how they might meet the spirit- 
ual needs of the new President. 
It was also suggested that he 
might wish the Friends Meet- 
ing in Washington to hold meet- 
ings similar to those held in 
the East Whittier Friends Chur. 
ch, where there is music in-

stead of silent prayer as in 
the Eastern Quaker meetings. 


In reply appointments secre- 


tary Chapin telegraphed, Dec. 
6: 
"Presidentelect Richard 


Nixon regrets that present de* 
mands upon his time will not 
allow him to schedule the re- 
quested appointment with you. 
We thank you for your kind 
letter and extend to you our 
best wishes." 


QUAKER "CONCERN" 
Meanwhile, what Quakers call 
"concern" for their fellow 
member who today becomes 
President has continued. They 
are not unaware of the fact that 
his early political career was 
based upon support of the late 
Sen. Joseph McCarthy of Wis- 
consin. As a member of the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee, Nixon had even used 
"McCarthyite" tactics before 
McCarthy was elected to the 
Senate. 


At the same time Nixon was 


using these tactics, Quakers 
were defending many of those 
attacked by Nixon and McCar- 
thy. 
There was considerable

Hiss, whose wife was a Qua- 
ker. 


Most members of the Society 


of Friends believe in letting 
bygones be bygones, and hope 
that the new President has per. 
manently abandoned political 
witchhunting. Quakers suffered 
in New England in the 1600's 
when some of them were hang* 
ed for witchcraft because they 
refused to adopt the religious 
views of the Puritans. 


More important, they are con- 


cerned over their fellow mem- 
ber's current outlook on peace. 
Will he accept the challenge 
which President Johnson gave 
him in the State of the Union 
Message regarding peace? Will 
he continue Johnson'stalks with 
the Soviet Union seeking long- 
range peace? Will he push the 
Paris start toward an early 
peace in Vietnam? 


These are "concerns" which 


Quaker leaders had hoped to dis- 
cuss with their fellow member 
before he entered the White 
House. They will be watching 
— as will be most Americans 
— to see how he acts, now that 
he is President, regarding his 
most important tenet of the Qua- 
ker faith.

MR. NIXON AND THE DRAFT 


There are those who hope that 
President Nixon will galvanize 
the country by instant action on 
at least something to do with 
Vietnam, even if it is some- 
thing ancillary to the talks in 
Paris. ProfessorMiltonFried- 
man writes in News week Maga- 
zine that at least Mr. Nixon 
should set a date beyond which 
no draftee will be sent to Viet- 
nam. 
Mr. Friedman believes 


that his idea is mechanically 
feasible. That you simply draw 
from the 900,000 volunteers 
already In the army, and sweet- 
en the service in Vietnam by 
adding substantially to the pay- 
checks of men who serve there. 
It isn't so clear that it's all 


feasible, even after Mr. Fried- 
man is done with the argument, 
but it is clear that his heart 
is, as usual, in the right place, 
and that there is an unusual 
conjunction of pressures on Mr. 
Nixon from both the libertarian 
right and the hard left to move 
towards the abolition of the 
d raft. The movemen t was mor - 
ally animated by last summer's 
declaration 
by the National 


Council of Churches in favor of 
selective conscientious objec- 
tion. The argument is that a 
young man ought to have the 
right to object to participation 
in any given war: an objection 
which many young men would 
instantly exercise in consider- 
ing the Vietnam war. 


The Idea of a wholly volunteer 


army Is very appealing. So, for 
that matter, is the idea very 
appealling of wholly voluntary 
taxation, a subject with which 
dreamers episodically dream, 
and dreams, viz. Martin Luther 
King's, can be very inspiring, 
provided they are not mischie- 
vously deceptive. Mr. Fried- 
man's plan is sort of a way- 
ctation to a wholly volunteer 
army. 
H we need yet awhile 


to have draftees, send them not 
to Vietnam, but elsewhere. Af- 
ter all, two-thirds of our armed 
forces reside outside Vietnam. 


Interesting problems, 
how- 


ver, survive the Friedman-NCC 
proposals. Suppose that we have 
a draftee who, because he ob- 
jects to the war in Vietnam, is 
therefore sent to, oh, Frankfurt. 
And there he drills and goes 
through his maneuvers and lives 
his soldier's life, as the months 
of his enforced service tick by. 
But then FLASH there is a cri- 
sis in the Mideast, and the Pre- 
sident of the United States or- 
ders our troops to land in, 
say, Lebanon. The soldier in 
question—let us think of him as a 
graduate of Harvard, just to put 
flesh and bones on our abstrac- 
tion—presents himself to his 
superior officer and announces 


that as he deliberates on the 
subject of the Mideast, he be- 
lieves it would be morally wrong 
to land in Lebanon and under 
the circumstances, he invokes 
his right to selective objection, 
and respectfully declines to join 
the airlift. 
Those who suppose that this 
is caricature should remember 
that in the list of "moral a- 
trocities" (yes, those are the 
words our young absolutists 
toss about these days, as air- 
ily as if ordering a Coca Cola) 
committed by Lyndon Johnson, 
one almost always finds lumped 
together our venture in Viet- 
nam and our venture in the Do- 
minican Republic—where Pre- 
sident Johnson acted with light- 
ning speed in landing the mar- 
ines. 
In other words, it is 


conceivable that an individual 
could, under the projected dis- 
pensation, subject every con- 
templated military maneuver to 
the test of his sovereign con- 
science, and let's face it, there 
would very likely be a lot of 
twltchy consciences about, say, 
participating in a Normandy in- 
vasion—on the grounds, if you 
like, that we hadn't tried seri- 
ously enough to negotiate our 
differences with the 
Third 


Reich. 
It will not be easy, in other 
words, for President Nixon to 
absorb the principle of selec- 
tive conscientious objection in to 
any general military arrange- 
ment. The final logic of selec- 
tive objection is, in fact, to 
render militarily useless those 
who are disposed to use their 
right to selective objection, it 
being more than the Pentagon 
can undertake to do to custom 
-make all military operations 
to the taste of individual con- 
sciences. 
Under the circumstances, it 
would appear that interim so- 
lutions are unlikely to suceed. 
If the President were to an- 
nounce that only 
volunteers 


would be sent to Vietnam, why 
should he get away with sending 
draftees to, say, Katanga, to 
bomb civilians, under the im- 
maculate auspices of the UN— 
as American soldiers were re- 
quired to do under Rresident 
Kennedy? It is a tricky pro- 
blem, even for the resourceful 
Mr. Nixon.

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Promises Are To Keep 


Amone the most celebrated lines by Robert Frost are these 
from his poem, ‘'Stopping by Woods on a Snowy Evenlnf” : 
"The woods are lovely, dark and deep. 
But I have promises to keep, 
And miles to go before I sleep." 


Something of the spirit of these words by the poet who occtg>led 
such a special place in the affections of President Kennedy was 
echoed in his successor's farewell State of the Union message. 
President Johnson, too, spoke of promises to be kept. To make 
his meaning unmistakable, he quoted words Congress Itself used 
to set forth national commitments to assure the well-being of the 
nation’s citizens. 


If there was a central theme in the President’s remarks, it 
was this — that promises have been made, and that though his 
administration is ending these promises must be honored. In 
particular, he addressed this plea to Congress. 


Mr, Johnson spoke proudly of the Great Society accomplish­ 
ments of the past five years — Medicare, Increased educational 
aid, the beginnings of a war on poverty, and so on. "But much of 
what we have committed," he told the joint session of the House 
and Senate, "needs additional funding to become a tangible real­ 
ity." And In his Judgment "breaking those promises would be a 
tragedy for our country." 


It would be naive Indeed to suppose that there Is general agree­ 
ment with this view. Many, In and out of Congress, would take Is­ 
sue with President Johnson on the value of some programs and 
would not agree that they ought to be more generously funded. 
Many would support different approaches than those now under way. 
If It were not so, the Republicans would not now be coming Into 
power. 


Yet surely there Is a broad consensus among both Republi­ 
cans and Democrats as to the nature of the unfinished business 
that confronts us — revitalizing the cities, reducing poverty in 
the midst of affluence, assuring equal opportunity to all Ameri­ 
cans. Americans, through CongTess and their leadership, have In 
effect promised themselves that something constructive would be 
done about these and other pressing domestic concerns. That is 
what President Johnson was talking about In Ms forward-looking 
message cm the State of the Union. 


Goffa Be Good For Something 


Time was when the burden erf proof that medicinal drugs 
had harmful side effects rested on the government. That 
changed. Now the drug manufacturers must prove to the 
satisfaction oí the Food and Drug Administration that their 
products are not harmful when used as recommended. 
Time was, also, when only proof of a drug's safety was 
required; nothing needed to be proved as to shether it would 
do what was 
claimed for 
It. 
That, 
too, 
has changed 
Under 1962 amendments to federal law, a drug cannot be 
marketed unless it is efficacious as well as safe. 
This has led to the reassessment of thousands of drug 
products by a special panel working under FDA auspices. 
And that in turn has brought the FDA's rejection of six 
combination drugs which have been used by millions on 
prescription. The FDA says they are not medically effective.

WASHINGTON — Eight years 
ago the first Catholic ever, 
elected President, John F. Ket> 
nedy, defeated Richard Nixon, 
a Quaker, There was a great 
deal of discussion at the time 
over religion. Today, as the man 
he defeated takes office, there 
is very little public discussion 
about religion. 
But there is private discus, 
sion within the new President's 
own church as to the sincerity 
of his religious convictions. 
Peace is the No. 1 tenet of 
faith of the small 
religious 
group which fled from England 
in 1680 to found Pennsylvania. 
Since then, members of the Soc­ 
iety of Friends have stood so 
fast on this issue that they are 
automatically given noncombat 
duty in time of war. 
Nixon's views on peace have 
caused much discussion among 
his fellow Quakers. 
Queries 
have come to them from even 
Soviet Russia as to whether 
Nix or* is still a Quaker in good 
standing. 
On Florida Avenue in Wastto 
lngton there is a Friends "meet, 
inghouse," as a Quaker church 
is called, where anotherQuaker 
President, 
Herbert Hoover, 
worshipped 
regularly. When 
Nixon was Vice President he 
is known to have attended Fr­ 
iends' meeting only once. 
NIXON REBUFFS QUAKERS 
There have been several at­ 
tempts inside the Society of Fr. 
iends to ascertain Nixon's views 
on the essential problem oí 
peace. Quakers recall that, as 
Vice President, 
Nixon was 
a known hawk, and in 1954 
favored landing American tro­ 
ops in what was then French 
Indo-Chlna, 
to r e s c u e the 
French. 
Recently, 
Nixon’s 
views on Vietnam have been 
considered on the hawkish side, 
though during the campaign he 
said he had a formula for get­ 
ting out of the war, not yet 
made public. 
In order to get clarification 
of his position, the Friends 


committee on National legisla. 
Hon tried to ar range for a meet, 
mg of leading Quakerswlth Nix. 
on. 
His appointments aecro­ 
tary, Dwight L. Chapin, replied 
that this was impossible. Again, 
well before the election, the 
Friends Journal, 
a Quaker 
magazine, wrote to Nixon about 
the possibility of an interview 
regarding his religious views 
and affiliations. 
Herbert C. 
Klein, 
then Nixon's 
press 
spokesman, replied: 
"On behalf at Mr. Nixon I 
wish to think you for your 
letter of August 30. I believe 
you will find much of the back, 
ground material you seek in 
'The Real Nixon, an Intimate 
Biography* by Bela Kornitzer 
(Rand McNally and Co. I960)." 
This reply was in contrast to 
John F. Kennedy's meeting with 
Baptist ministers and other who 
sought his religious views. 
PROPOSED PASTORAL VISIT 
Members of Nixon's religious 
faith, though not advertising it, 
persevered, on November 16, 
the American Section of Friends 
World Committee, meeting in 
Wilmington, Ohio, decided to in­ 
itiate a pastoral visit with the 
President before his Inaugura, 
tlon. A pastoral visit is aQuak. 
er custom whereby a committee 
of his fellow members calls 
upon one of their faith who is 
about to undertake an impor­ 
tant mission or who may have 
become wayward and need re­ 
form. 
Accordingly, 
a committee 
was appointed by the Phlladel» 
pMa Yearly Meeting, consider­ 
ed the parent Quaker group in 
the United States, 
to seek a 
meeting with the new Presi. 
dent in conjuction with the F r. 
lends World Committee and the 
Friends Meeting of Washington. 
A letter was sent Nixon, Nov. 
20, proposing a pastoral visit 
of five or six friends. It was 
suggested that the Quakers mi­ 
ght find ways to strengthen and 
uphold 
the 
President-elect. 
There were no political over, 
tones in the letter. It met* 
tioned merely that Washington 
Quakers were concerned about 
how they might meet the spirit­ 
ual needs of the new President. 
It was also suggested that he 
might wish the Friends Meet­ 
ing in W ashington to hold meet­ 
ings sim ilar to those held in 
the East Whittier Friends Chur­ 
ch, where there is music in.

ker. 
Most members of the Society 
of Friends believe in letting 
bygones be bygones, and hope 
that the new President has per. 
manently 
abandoned political 
wttchhunting. Quakers suffered 
in New England In the 1600's 
when some of them were hangs 
ed for witchcraft because they 
refused to adopt the religious 
views of the Puritans. 


More important, they are con­ 
cerned over their fellow mem. 
ber's current outlook on peace. 
Will he accept the challenge 
which President Johnson gave 
him in the State of the Union 
Message regarding peace? Will 
he continue Johnson* stalks with 
the Soviet Union seeking long, 
range peace? WiU he push the 
Paris start toward an early 
peace in Vietnam? 
These are "concerns" which 
Quaker leaders had hoped to dis. 
cuss with their feUow member 
before he entered the White 
Hoyse. They will be watching 
— as wUl be most Americans 
— to see how he acts, now that 
he is President, regarding his 
most important tenet of the Qua. 
ker faith.

MR. NIXON AND THE DRAFT 
There are those who hope that 
President Nixon will galvanize 
the country by instant action on 
at least something to do with 
Vietnam, even if it is some­ 
thing ancillary to the talks in 
Paris. Professor Milton Fried­ 
man writes in Newsweek Maga­ 
zine that at least Mr. Nixon 
should set a date beyond which 
no draftee will be sent to Viet­ 
nam. 
Mr. Friedman believes 
that his idea is mechanically 
feasible. That you simply draw 
from the 900,000 volunteers 
already in the army, and sweet­ 
en the service in Vietnam by 
adding substantially to the pay­ 
checks of men who serve there. 
It isn't so clear that It's all 
feasible, even after Mr. Fried­ 
man is done with the argument, 
but it is clear that his heart 
is, as usual, in the right place, 
and that there Is an unusual 
conjunction of pressures on Mr. 
N ixon from both the libertarian 
right and the hard left to move 
towards the abolition of the 
draft. The movement was mor­ 
ally animated by last summer's 
declaration 
by the National 
Council of Churches in favor of 
selective conscientious objec­ 
tion. 
The argument is that a 
young man ought to have the 
right to object to participation 
in any given war: an objection 
which many young men would 
Instantly exercise in consider­ 
ing the Vietnam war. 
The idea of a wholly volunteer 
army is very appealing. So, for 
that matter, is the idea very 
appealling of wholly voluntary 
taxation, a subject with wMch 
dreamers episodically dream, 
and dreams, viz. Martin Luther 
King's, can be very inspiring, 
provided they are not mischie­ 
vously deceptive. 
Mr. Fried­ 
man's plan is sort of a way- 
jtation to a wholly volunteer 
army. 
If we need yet awhile 
to have draftees, send them not 
to Vietnam, but elsewhere. Af­ 
ter all, two-thirds of our armed 
forces reside outside Vietnam. 
Interesting problems, 
how- 
ver, survive the F riedman -NCC 
proposals. Suppose that we have 
a draftee who, because he ob­ 
jects to the war in Vietnam, is 
therefore sent to, oh, Frankfurt. 
And there he drills and goes 
through his maneuvers and lives 
his soldier's life, as the months 
of his enforced service tick by. 
But then FLASH there is a cri­ 
sis in the Mideast, and the Pre­ 
sident of the United States or­ 
ders our troops to land in, 
say, Lebanon. The soldier in 
question—let us think of him as a 
graduate of Harvard, just to put 
flesh and bones on our abstrac­ 
tion—presents himself to his 
superior officer and announces 


that as he deliberates on the 
subject of the Mideast, he be­ 
lieves It would be morally wrong 
to land in Lebanon and under 
the circumstances, he invokes 
his right to selective objection, 
and respectfully declines to join 
the airlift. 
Those who suppose that this 
is caricature should remember 
that in the list of "moral a- 
troclties” (yes, those are the 
words our young absolutists 
toss about these days, as air­ 
ily as if ordering a Coca Cola) 
committed by Lyndon Johnson, 
one almost always finds lumped 
together our venture in Viet­ 
nam and our venture in the Do­ 
minican Republic—where Pre­ 
sident Johnson acted with light­ 
ning speed in landing the mar­ 
ines. 
In other words, it is 
conceivable that an individual 
could, under the projected dis­ 
pensation, subject every con­ 
templated military maneuver to 
the test of Ms sovereign con­ 
science, and let's face it, there 
would very likely be a lot of 
twltchy consciences about, say, 
participating in a Normandy in­ 
vasion—on the grounds, if you 
like, that we hadn't tried seri­ 
ously enough to negotiate our 
differences with the 
'Hiird 
Reich. 
It will not be easy, in other 
words, for President Nixon to 
absorb the principle of selec­ 
tive conscientious objection into 
any general military arrange­ 
ment. The final logic of selec­ 
tive objection is, in fact, to 
render militarily useless those 
who are disposed to use their 
right to selective objection, it 
being more toan toe Pentagon 
can undertake to do to custom 
-make all military operations 
to toe taste of individual con­ 
sciences. 
Under toe circumstances, it 
would appear that interim so­ 
lutions are unlikely to suceed. 
If toe President were to an­ 
nounce that only 
volunteers 
would be sent to Vietnam, why 
should he get away with sending 
draftees to, say, Katanga, to 
bomb civilians, under toe im ­ 
maculate auspices of toe UN— 
as American soldiers were re ­ 
quired to do under Rresident 
Kennedy? 
It is a tricky pro­ 
blem, even for the resourceful 
Mr. Nixon.
